THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town 
of North Hampton qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district Friday the 5-h day of March 1948, at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening to act upon the following subjects: 


bo To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
ae To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board and Truant Ofvicer, and fix the compensa- 
tion of any other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 3 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in 
relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the district will vote to make any altera- 
tion in the amount of money required to be assessed for 
the ensuing year for the support of public schools and 
the payment of the statutory obligations of the district, 
as determined by the school board in its annual report. 


9. To see if the District will vote to build a new 
school. 


10. To see if the District will vote to raise the sum 
of one hundred and sixty-five thousand dollars ($165,000.- 
00) or such lesser amount as may be required for the 
purpose of purchasing, or acquiring by eminent domain 


or otherwise, land for a new school, the grading thereof, 
and constructing and equipping thereon a new central 
school building, — and to authorize the District Treasurer 
and the School Board to issue and market, under such 
conditions as they shall deem advisable, serial notes or 
bonds for that purpose in the name and on the credit of 
the District, of the total value of said sum or such lesser 
amount as may be required to finance the cost of the 
foregoing in conformity with existing statutes and laws. 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Building Committee, appointed at the District’s 
Annual Meeting in March 1947, to act in conjunction with 
the School Board in carrying out the votes of the Dis- 
trict in respect to Articles 9 and 10 of this warrant; and 
to give said Committee and Board full authority to take 
all necessary action and to make and execute all necessary 
contracts for the preparation of plans and purchasing or 
otherwise acquiring land and equipment for a new centra! 
school building together with the grading of said build- 
ing and all accessory structures, and arranging for 
water supply and all other necessary services thereto, and 
all other matters whatsoever incidental to the foregoing. 


12. To see if the District will vote to discontinue the 
East School. 


18. To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to sell or dispose of the East School land and 
building at private sale for the best possible price and to 
the best interests of the District and to execute in the 
name and behalf of the District all necessary deeds for 
the same, all proceeds received therefrom to be applied 
toward the financing and equipping of the proposed new 
school. 


14 To see if the District will vote to raise this year 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) or some 
lesser amount as a Capital Reserve Fund to help finance 
the construction of a new school building, the acquisition 
of land therefor, and other expenses incidental thereto.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit my eighteenth report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. The statistics offered are those 
of the school year 1946-7 with the exception of the 
September enrollment for the current year and the 
school census. The financial report is a copy of records 
sent to the State Tax Commission. 


The current year began Monday, September 8, 1947 
with an initial enrollment of 119. The comparable figure 
for last year was 102. The present enrollment in grade 
eight is thirteen. Were it not for the fact that we have 
unusually good teachers, the crowded condition of the 
school would be serious. With eighteen pupils in the 
initial enrollment of grade one and eleven in grade two, 
the predicted trend toward larger attendance is already 
with us. This increase is not temporary but reflects an 
increased birth rate that is evident from national 
statistics. 


To get as accurate a picture as possible, the Census 
taken this year recorded all preschool children in North 
Hampton in September 1947. The results were broken 
down into entering classes by years. According to this 
enumeration there are now in town nineteen children who 
‘will be eligible to enter next September. Twenty-five 
first graders may enter in 1949 with ten and sixteen al- 
ready of age to enter the next two years respectively. As 
these large classes move up, the problem becomes more 
difficult. 


It would seem that a new school is the only solution. 
A survey should be conducted to consider the future 
demand upon the school, taking into consideration the 
probable growth of the town from a business and resi- 


dential point of view and the trend of rate of increase 
in school population. Prospective taxable property and 
sources of future revenue also enter into the picture. A 
good school is an asset to any town and an encouragement 
to. people to settle and build homes there. A good school 
brings increased values to the town. The report of your 
building commiitee should be considered from an educa- 
tional point of view primarily, but its financial benefits 
should not be overlooked. 


The value of a kindergarten to preschool children is 
becoming increasingly recognized. Social adjustment on 
their own level may easily be taught to five year olds. The 
ability to work and to play together, acquired at this 
early age, brings about an easy adjustment to the forma! 
school work. Habits of health, a happy attitude toward 
school and the ability to take care of property and to 
share equipment are early established under a trained 
kindergarten teacher. If provision can be made for such 
a school in North Hampton, the investment will prove 
itself. 


The North Hampton Parent-Teacher Association is a 
valued part of our school. Since several of its members are 
officers in district and state Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions, our group benefits from a wide circle of contacts 
with co-workers in other towns. The aims of the P. T. A. 
are best expressed in the objects of the National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers as determined by that body ‘‘To 
develop between educators and the general public such 
united efforts as will receive for every child the highest 
advantages in physical, mental, social and spiritual 
education.” 

Since the cost of education must advance, the legisla- 
ture of New Hampshire felt that the increased cost must 
come from a larger unit than the individual town. For 
this reason the new education bill allotted two million 
dollars to the schools, this money to be used to help meet 
the increased funds needed. North Hampton, for the first 


time benefitted from state aid. A check for $2,071.44 has 
been received by the school treasurer. This money will 
help meet increased expenses and the higher cost of 
books and supplies. 


The State Board of Education believes that teachers 
may secure valuable training while in service. It is 
offering education workshops for elementary teachers 
under the direction of expert supervisors working in the 
department. In line with this plan, Supervisory Union 
21 operated a citizenship workshop in Hampton on Janu- 
ary 21, 22, and 23. This year, the content and methods of — 
teaching in art and music, youth activities, and the social 
subjects were studied. This is a progressive step and one 
deeply appreciated by the teachers. 


A meeting of all teachers in the Union was held on 
January 15. Here the particular problems of the seven 
towns were discussed among the teachers themselves. 
Also, Mr. Hagerstrom of Portsmouth Junior High School 
spoke of the problem of adjustment to larger schools 
which children of smaller schools must face. His sugges- 
tions for meeting these difficulties should prove of 
value to our pupils. 


Under the leadership of Mrs. Frances Leavitt, North 
Hampton continues a school where all work together 
for similar goals. The teachers are not only teaching as a 
unit, but they are constantly studying together, both 
within their own group and in extension courses. Our 
pupils will receive the benefits from this additional effort 
on the part of their teachers. There are two changes in 
the staff this year. Mrs. Jeannette Clark came to our fifth 
and sixth grade room after several years successful 
teaching of the same grades in Seabrook. She succeeds 
Mrs. Salomon whose work was so pleasing to the parents 
of these grades. Mrs. Janice Wholey returns to us as 
teacher of Art. The benefits from her work will be 
remembered from the former years in which our children 
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were privileged to receive direction, help and inspiration 
from her. 

It is planned to continue the Guidance service under the 
direction of the Boston University Counseling Depart- 
ment. North Hampton sends nearly one hundred percent 
of its graduates to secondary schools. This is a credit to 
our school and its teachers. It also is increasingly import- 
ant that proper analysis of each pupils abilities, interests 
and achievements be made by an experienced counselor. 
This is the best way to assure success for our children 
in high school and college. This service, we believe was 
well worth while last year. 

The school boards of New Hampshire are now organ- 
ized into a state association. Likewise, the boards of the 
county are working together. Such organizations bring to 
all the experiences of each. This must result in uniform 
adoption of the successful procedures and likewise a 
rejection of the unsuccessful. The results should be an 
increase in efficiency on the part of the schools. The 
North Hampton School Board is represented in both 
state and county groups. 

I wish once more to express my fanies to you for help 
in the administration of your schools. The achievements 
of our pupils in our own schools and in more advance 
schools vouches for the success of your work.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE, 1947-1948 


The school examinations were conducted by Dr. Bailey,. 
grades two and six were examined. The other grades were 
examined by the school nurse. Vision and hearing tests 
were also given. The audiometer will be used again this 
year for hearing tests. 


Through the generosity of the Red Cross, dental care, 
orthopedic care, and one tonsil and adenoid case were 
corrected. 


In June, 1947, a summer Round-up Clinic was held 
under the sponsorship of the Parent Teacher Association. 
Five children were examined and vaccinated by Doctor 
Bailey. This clinic enables the parent to correct the 
defects of the pre-school child before entering first grade 
in the fall. 

Visits are made to the North Hampton school every 
other Monday.
